your vacation in following our trail. Now 
is the time of all tbe year to get away 
from tbe winds and fogs of San Francisco, 
which cannot be accomplished by going lo 
Sauta Cruz or Monterey, where one finds 
no change of air or climate. It is inex- 
plicable to ma why people permeated with 
salt sir the year round seek change at the 
sea shore. What we require is tbe restful 
yet invigorating 
atmosphere 
of 
tbe 


mountains, made sweet and balmy by tbe 
fragrance of tbe glorious pine and fir 
trees, to attain which we sought the 
Sierras, taking the train to Summit on the 
Central Paoifio Bailroad, there attaining 
an altitude of over six thousand feet; the 
.rip accomplished in less than twelve 
hours, but such a delicious change of 
climate after tbe wind and chilling fog 
which had nearly exhausted our nervous 
system the week previous here in this our 
dear old dusty San Franciioo. At Summit 
we took breakfast and then tha stage tor 
Soda Springs, which are soms thirteen 
miles away from the railroad, the drive to 
which surpasses in beauty any other that 
we have seen. Tbe valley where rise 
Ihese delicious springs lies about 1.000 
feet below Summit, and through it runs 
the north fork of the American river with

lorses, witb necessary equipments for 
mountain climbing, are always on band 
'or exploring tha muuy mystic and aitract- 
ve trails leading from the valley. A week 
passed alt too rapidly at this fasci- 
nating retreat, and it was witb sincere re- 
gret that we tore ourselves away, but onr 


rive back to Summit added another 
ttractive feature, as, in order te catch the 
arly morning traiu from San Francisco, 
ue at Summit at 6 A. M., we left the 
prings at 3 o'clock in the morning, '.he 


moon, in all its glory, brightening our way 


ntil the sun made bis appearance, soften- 
ng the cbill of the early morning air. 
Ve caught onr train, bad a comfortable 
reakfast on board and reached Trucket 
n time to meet tbe stage for Taboe, an- 
oipatinR sametliug grand in the drive to

These unfortunate and suffering people 
were rescued and brought safely to tbe 
coast by a party of brave and noble men,
